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An Obfer-vation made by the Learned Dr. Sampfon of a Man 
Anatomifed, wbofe Boweh were found inverted. 

MR. jf. D- fometimes a MiniftermTor^/ZwVe, was troubled 
with a Cough, and other Mi fchiefs; for relief againft 
which he took a journey to London, and that, for the mod 
part, on Foot ; he lived not above a fortnight after he came up. 
In his Sicknels lie was much addicted to drink Brandy, which 
haflened his Death. I opened his Body with the affiftance of 
two other Phyfitians, Dr. C. L> and Dr. M. 

We obferved his Limbs to be much macerated, his Belly 
was fwelled with fome enequality, efpecially, in the tracl: of 
the right Mufcles : A confiderable quantity of water was ta- 
ken out of it j His Guts inflamed, and extended with wind ; 
his Gall very vifcid ; his Lungs inflam'd,and befet with di- 
vers glanduls. But that which moft of all furprifed us, was 
the Inverted order of his Bowels : His Liver, which was ve- 
ry large, lay in the left Hypocondre, and his Spleen in the 
right i the Cone of his Heart was on the right fide, and accor- 
dingly, the larger and thinner Verticle was found on the left ; 
and the thick one, which in others is on the left fide, was in him 
on the right. The great Artery defended on the right fide, 
and the Vena Cava afcended by his Liver on the left. The 
Oefapbagus defcenned to the firft orifice of the ftomach on the 
right fide, which made the Pylorus and entrance of the Pan- 
creas be on the left, and the firft flexure of the final 1 Guts to 
be towards the right : So that the beginning of the Colon with 
it's appendicular lay at the left Os llion and the fl?xura Sigmoi- 
ds a towards the right. Other things, that neceflarily follow- 
ed this fite, need -not be mentioned. 

It was not thought on to enquire, on which fide the Laffie- 
ous Thoracic dutiur afcended or where it ended ; nor, on which 
fide the recurrent Nerves took their places of returning about 
the trunks of the great Artery and the Axillary ; nor had we 
time to do it. 

This Perfon was never obferved in his life time to have any 
ui (temper, or ufage, which might difcover this inverted litua- 
fion of his Bowels, nor had this Contrapofition any evident in- 
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fluence upon his Difeafes and Death. He was about thirty 
years of Age, a married Man,had feveral Children, was of a 
middle ftature, healthful till toward the latter end of his time : 
Had no Prominency on his left fide, more than the other; was 
not left handed, nor had any Weakneis on his left fide. 

Diverfe other things were obfervable as to his difeafes, 
which are here omitted. 

So far this Obfer-vation ; to which the Obfcrver adds, that 
fome like, tho' none fo compleat, Inflances of inverted Bow- 
els are mentioned by the famous Bartholin in his Second Centu- 
ry of Obfervations, n. 29. from the Hand of Monficur Palm A. 
1650. at Paris-, and from Seignor Pietro Sergio A. 1643, at 
Rome : And that Schenikius mentions two others, /. 3. Obfe. 9. 
de jecore ; one found by Gemma, another by Aqua Pendente,

S for the Helmontian Laudanum, you may ufe your 
own Liberty in fufpe&ing the Receipts that go a- 
bout of it. For the name it felf feems ambiguous to me, who 
am wellinform'd that there are two forts of the Helmontian 
Laudanum j the one us'd by the elder Helmont, the other by his 
Son. The former was as a great Secret communicated to me 
by an expert Chymift, fent by a German Prince to Comple- 
ment JohannesBaptifia VanHelmontfome of whofe Manufcripts 
(one of which perim'd in the fire of London,) he procur'd to- 
gether with a way of making his Laudanum, which having re- 
ceiv'd from him fourteen or fifteen years ago, I carefully pre- 
paid, and thought my labour, fo well recompenfed by the ex- 
traordinary Operations it had, not fo much in my Hands, as 
thofe of Learned Phyfitians and others, to whom I prefented 
portions of it, that I fhould have thought the Chymift a Bene- 
factor to Phyfic, if he would have made publick, or permit- 
mc to publifh the way of making fo fuccefsful a Medicine. 
And tho 1 the accefs to my Laboratory was fo free to Ingenious 
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
